Toulon. Dec. 4.—A diver working 
on the submerged wreck of the 
French battleship Libert e was at¬ 
tacked yesterday by a huge octopus, 
which did rot relinquish Its manifold 
embrace until the man’s comrades 
had cut It to pieces. 

The diver, Jean Negri, fought des¬ 
perately with the monster . of the 
deep for some time. He was finally 
able to free one arm and plunged his 
trident into the body of the creature. 
The octopus, however, held fast, 
whereupon Negri gave the signal to 
be hauled up. When his companions 
saw the writhing monster emerge 
they were panic-stricken, but the 
Plight of their comrade appeared so 
serious that they went to his aid and 
freed him wlfh their knives.

Premier Oliver hit back hard at Opposition critic* of hi*

In a fighting ipeech, delivered without nbtes and without pre¬ 
paration immediately after W. J. Bowser’* attack on the budget, 
the Premier answered the Oppoeition Leader point by point, add¬ 
ing smashing blows at the record of the Bowser Government. He 
showed how the Liberal Government had been forded to increase 
taxation to meet the obligations contracted by the Conservative 
regime. He proved that his administration was doing business 

at half the coat of similar business 
eight years ago. He outlined the 
rosily efforts of the Government to 
cop® with the returned soldier 
problem and demanded whether Mr. 

Bowser objected to this work, started 
and carried out to help the men who 
fought for British Columbia over¬ 
seas.

Austria. The most authoritative op¬ 
inion is that, given breathing space 
and with the disappearance of ths 
present poHcg In the Ruhr. Germany's 
recovery would be rapid." 

Premier Smuts declined to apeak on 
the subject of the British election, 
but he inferred to Premier Baldwin’s 
"fine temperament" ..nrt said Baldwin 
was "an honest, straightforward 
Englishman." This, Premier Smuts 
added, was the sec re* of Premier 
Baldwin's hold on so many of hla 
countrymen. 

WIRELESS CHAIN

Washingtcn, Dec. 4.—A crisis In 
tho English cotton industry has been

Reports 
to tho department show hard times 
In the English cotton centreq this
